iialf built, half hewUj m the south-east corner of the pit, and the western side 
is occupied by caves used as dharmsM4s, two or three ia number, as youlike' 
to count them, for they are much mixed up together. 

■ About 50 yards down the luvine is the best cave in the place, a great cistern 
about 40 feet square,, the centre of which is occupied by a huge linga sur¬ 
rounded by four pillars (or the remains of them) ; something resembling in pat¬ 
tern those of the chief cave at Blephanta, but much more slender. The wor¬ 
shippers swim and wade round this, eplashing it. There is a good reUeto ^ the 
left, and a small chamber above the Water, 

The following conjectures upon the age and origin of these caves must be 
taken for, what they are worth. Cave No. 2 is the oldest looking of the lot, and 
either is an actual Buddhist vihM, the work of some offshoot from the great 
monastic centre at Junnar (about 25 miles off by road), or else was hewn in times 
when the influence of Buddhist art was still strong, though the religion itself 
was on the wane.' I incline to the latter belief. The small dharms&lfe, No. 1, 
is'probably contemporary with it; and the other caves in this range are shown, 
r think, to fee later by their irregular form and inferior style. Nos. 8 and 9 must 
fee the last, for their inferior position in the faulty rook would never have been 
taken up while Che better sites of the more easterly caves remained unoocupied. 
The ornaments i)^ No, 8, corresponding to those upon the structural temple below, 
eeem to indicate that this small cave and the temple were contemporary, but it ia 
possible that they are not integral. This, however, can hardly .have beeh the 
case with the large figure of danpati in No. 2 ; which, being in high relief, ia 
probably coeval with the cave, and fixes, I think, the religion of the excavator 
as Saiva. ’ 

My former notes upon these caves, though published in the Mliq'aary of, 
January last, were written as long ago as July 1876 ; and although'I noticed in 
them the peculiar ground-plan of the structural temple, I expressed no doubt of 
its having Mways been what it is now, a place of'Saiva worship, I have, how¬ 
ever, since then been able to compare with it the Indrasafeha Cave at Blora, 
which is undoubtedly Jaina; and was struck by finding there a shrine of the 
same plan occupying exactly the same position as this in an excavated court, and 
containing " a square block bearing on each side a long-armed curly-headed 
Tirthfinkara*'—anariungement so general with the Jainas that I have borrowed the 
words in inverted commas from a description of a Jaina column in South Kanara*. 
The Elora shrine is, indeed, monolithic and Dravidian j but as regakls the first 
character it is, like the great'Eailhsa, not a cave but a temple cut in aitu, both 
interior and exterior, a form which necessarily implies the existence of structural 
models; apd although the Harichandragarh, Temple is northern, I shall show, fur¬ 
ther on, some reason for ascribing to the Jaina sect and 12th or 13th oentuiy 
A structural building in that style. Dr, Wilson dates the cave at Elora, 
A.D. 1234, on the faith of an original insoriptiont; Mr. Fergusson refers it to be¬ 
fore A.n. 750 (/. and Arch, p, 262). Whichever be right, I am inclined t o consider

feut on the colossal imago of Pars'vanith on the other side of the hill,—J.B. Dr. Wii^jon 
inserted in his first Memoir on “ Ancient Remains of Western India ” an inaccurate description of 
the Harichaadiugarh caves and temples, and conolnded that they were “ probably Brahnmaieal ” (Ihil, 
January I860), 
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mg in almost every village. The oldest form, I think, is an upright slab 
eai'ved on one face, which is generally divided into 3 or 4 compartments. , Tha 
uppermost almost invariably repiiesents the worship of the linga; the next 
below it generally the presentation of (I presume) the deceased to one sitting on 
a throne. This I take to represent his judgment by Yamai The lower compart¬ 
ments generally contain battle-pieces, in which chariots and ev.en elephants some¬ 
times appear. Not unfrequently the lowest compartment represents horned 
cattle Sending over a prostrate man. One of this class outside the Nagar Gate 
of Kasb^ PSimer is said to recoi’d the end of a R4k3ha3a, who tried to steal kino 
and was slain by them. 1 supposed it to be the .monument of a man accidentally 
killed>by cattle, but found the subject commoner than such a fate can ever have 
been. This oiass of monuments occasionally bears in relief over the figured com¬ 
partments the representation of a building apparently Dravidian in style, apdmay, 
therefore, be presumed to have continued in vogue until such structural buildings 
were common. Ina fewthere is but one compartment; one such at Chincholi, 
Taluka P4mer, bears a fine n%a with his tail tied in a true-love knot. 

In a few places there are squai’e monolithic pillars carved similarly to the 
slabs. Neither of these forms are now commonly usedj nor are they even attri¬ 
buted to the ancestors of existing families ; but both are stiU commonly erected 
in Khandesh, where, however, the sculptures differ, the linga worship and judg¬ 
ment of Yama being there uncommon, while the representation of death by ,k 
tiger or snake is very frequent.* * The general absehob of these subjects in the 
monuments of the plain part of Ahmadnagar may be taken to indicate that this 
district has always been, as now, an open, country little troubled with such yer- 
min. Another form is a sort of truncated obelisk, or long pyramid sur- 
ihounted by a globular finial. This I take to be more modern, as the finial, in¬ 
stead of following Dravidian forms, occasionally shows traces of Musalmai) in¬ 
fluence; and in a few oases'tradition ascribes monuments of this sort to the 
ancestors of the present inhabitants. Some even of these, however, must be very 
ancient, especially one which is held sacred at Talegaum Male, Taluka Kopar- 
gaum, as an image of Shanl (the planet Saturn). 

A still later form, I think, is that resembling a kistvaeh, already alluded to 
(supr^. P< 2), but ithasnow toagreat extent passed out of use, and the usual modern 
cenotaph is a “ thadkl ” or altar-like platform. This supports sometimes a stand 
for the sacred basil (tulsi-vrind^wan), sometimes*** two poor feet ” (padma). 
These feet, it is to be remarked, are not foot-prints, but always more or leas in 
relief, sometimes enough so to represent pretty accurately the supporters of the 
deceased. Others again bear the linga, with or without the bxill kneeling before 
it, or a small carving in relief of the deceased. These representations are some¬ 
times uncovered, sometimes protected from rain by a little shrine or by a canopy 
(ohattri) covering the whole monument. An instance of the latter is the thadkl 
of the famous RaghunSth Rao BhSt (Il%hoba .Dkl4), the father of the last 
Pesbwa, whose ashes lie at Hiugani, 3 miles up the Gangd from Kopargaum. ' 
Another is at BrahmanwMi in Ankole, on the spot where a daughter-in-law 6f 
the celebrated B4pu Gokhle committed sati on hearing of hei' husband’s death 
shortly after the battle of Koregaum. In this instance her feet are represented

^ _ To the“ Provisional Lists of Eemains in the Bombay Presidency” (No. 4 of 

Survey) circulated by Government, 18th January 
1876, was attached a letter to the Chief Secretary, pointing out that, in order to 
cany out the instructions of the Government of India, there I’eferred to, it was 
‘‘ necessary to obtain fuU statistics of the architectural and historical monuments 
m the different districts of the country to be afterwards classified under several 
heads, such as the following :—

y_^ Numhers of returns have since been sent in, but in many cases the original 
lists Iiave been Other literally followed and only a few additional particulars 
added respecting the items m the lists, or they have been almost overlooked and 
new lists framed. In some instances, however, the latter are exceedingly credit¬ 
able ones.: The preceding iVbfee, by W. P. Sinclair, Esq., C.S., were among the 
nrst submitted eaxxd are the fullest in details. 

It may, , perhaps, he useful to direct attentiou again, to the following infdrma* 
tion andinstructions issued 18th December 1875 :— ' 

1. It frequently happens that there are more places than one in a district of 
the same or very similar names, or, the village being noways remarkable except 
tor some fine well or temple, is not marked in the usual maps, or is entered under 
a name so disguised as not to be easily recognized, and the want of informatiott 
as to the exact locality of the place intended thus frequently becomes perplexing 
In every case, except that of well-known towns, the position should , be carefulhr’ 
indicated by distance and direction from, at least, one chief town in the tkliika. 

2. The correct spelling of the same as given by Brahmans of the place 

should be given in Balbodh or Devanagari characters, with its derivation or 
origin when known. Where a place has more than one name, both should bO 
given ; and local Brahmans should be asked whether it is mentioned under any 
Sanski’it .name, where, and what that name is. ^ 


. Local legends as to the origin of villages and temples should be col- 

^ 4. In the case of the sites of ancient cities, of which there are several in 
tiujjai'at and KathiJw4r, their former extent as indicated by mounds, remains of 
walls, gates, &c., or by tradition,, should be stated, and the history, written br 
.truditional, snomd be secured, * , 
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20. Perforated stone-work occurs in old Hindu buildings; but specimens 
remarkable for the variety of beautiful design are chiefly to be found in the Mu¬ 
hammadan works of the 15th and follow'ing centuries at Ahmadabad and Auran¬ 
gabad, and, doubtless, in other scattered localities where Muhammadans of wealth 
have at any time been settled. Instances of this nature should be recorded. - ■ 

21. ' Dmtvings.—'Aa required by Government, wherever means exist f -r 
preparing such, detailed plans and sections of typical or important buildings 
should’be made. The scale of such drawings should not be too small to enter, 
every detail: where these are numerous and small, ascaleof 1 inch to 4 or 5 feet 
will generally be suflaciont • but in plain buildings no smaller scale than an inch tp 
8 or 10 feet ought to be used; while for details of mouldings and sculpture 1 inch 
to 10 inches will be found convenient. 

22. Inscriptions .—In the case of all remains, hothing'is of more import¬ 

ance than inscriptions, especially such as are coeval with the work on which they 
are found. So much information respecting the ancient history of India has 
already been made out from inscriptions picked up at random or copied from 
structui’al remains, that no opportunity should be missed of recording the exist¬ 
ence of such, and, as far as possible, of securing their contents. Where, from the 
ahi'asion of the stone, the character of the alphabet, or the language, an inscrip¬ 
tion cannot be made out on the spot, it often happens that the date ip figures, 
with the preceding word “ S'ake or “ Samvat; ” indicating the era, may be easily 
read. .; ^ ^ • ■- 

23. Of all ihsci’iptions, however, it is very desirable; to^ have accurate 
copies. W.h^re they are carved on smooth stpne, marble, or other polished 
sm’face, they can he copied most expeditiously by rubbings made with ' heel- 
ball * on good printing (not writing) paper. ^ When* the surface is not polished, 
and the letters pretty large and well incised, impressions may easily be taken 
with country-made paper soaked in water, spread evenly over the inscriptions, 
and then beat carefully into the letters With a hard brush: a second and third 
sheet is similarly beaten down on the first, and the whole removed when quite 
dry. In other cases photography or tracing cloth may be used with piore or less 
success. . 

24. In some instances Brahmans or others have old copper-plate inscrip¬ 
tions which they will not part with; these sho uld in every case be inquired after 
and their existence recorded. Where practicable, rubbings, impressions, photo¬ 
graphs or other accurate copies should be obtained. 

25. In the Canarese districts where S'il^sasauams or inscriptions on stones 
are most numerous, it seems exceedingly desirable that the Mdmlatd^rs should 
be required to give complete lists of all within their respective districts, stating 
the exact locality and number of lines on each. 

26. At Ya,lahhi, where, on an average, from 20 to 30 plates a year have been 
discovered of late, besides many other antiquities, buildings, &c., it is most desir¬ 
able that some arrangement should bo made whereby the -discoveries should not 
fall into private hands, but be made available for elucidating the antiquities of 
the province by being secured either for the Lang Institute-at Rdjkdt or for 
the Archaeological Survey, by which they will ultimately bo deposited in the ; 
Bombay Asiatic Society or Ipdia Office.

7. Ditan, S'rigundi—Temple of Nimrfij Baw.!, J4tr4 on S'i^vrdtra day. 

8. Sidhtok, Kharjat—A temple of Ganpati. 

9. Kharda, Jamkhed—A strong fort now out of repair. 

10. Deva Ddwtun^, Jamkhed—A temple of KhandobA

Gbkndotl, CbAndod"'-{a) A temple of RennkA Devi, three quarters of a 
mile north-east from the town, cut in the rocky side of the Rdhud-bari and 
about 100 feet above the level of the town. Plights of built steps lead 
up to the Sabh4maadap att ached to the excavation. The idol, which is 
rock-cut, is about 5 feet high. It is supposed to bo about 300 years old.; 
the steps and SabhAmandap, however, wore made by Ahilyabai Holkar, 
whoissiiid also to have constructed _ the tank caliod Reuuka Ttrtba. 
(b) On the west side of the Ghandod hill-fort, to the east of the town, is a 
rock-cut temple in the form of a deep apse 30 feet -wide by 21 feet deep, 
with Jaiaa sculptures in it, but now dedicated to .KAlika Devi, (c) The 
BadshAhi mosque built by Pii uz Khan Badshah, with a Persian inscription 
' that should be accurately copied. 



^ IndraivrMi Hill, S miles west of CMndod~a fort of «the'Gauli Eaj,” with 
caves and some sculptures in the side of the hill, and a Persian inscrip* 
tion below the foot of the steps leading up the rook. 

Ankai and Tankai, Yeold, 6 miles from Manmad railway station—Two hill- 
forts, and 7 or 8 caves ; the largest 37 feet by 24 and 9 feet high. 

S'innar, 18 miles south-east from Msik—(a) The temple of Gondes'var or 
Govindes'var, of which the outer enclosing wall, about 200 feet square, is 
in ruins, is a S'ivapawhdyatm or group of five temples, the central and 
‘ largest dedicated to S'iva, with a shrine for nandi facing it on the east 
side. The temples of Sfirya or the sun, and Mahds'akti or Devi, occupy 
respectively the south-east and south-west corners of the square and 
face each other; those of Vishnu or NMyan and Ganapati are placed at 
the north-east and north-west comers. This temple is said to be 600 
years old, is attributed to a Gaufi Eaja called S’ingani Rajput and his son 
Govind, and is known as a Hemcldpanti temple, is richly covered with 
sculpture. 

(b) The temple of Abes'var is on the north-west of the town. It is said 
to have been built about 1 450 a.d. It had originally a Sabhama^iclap, but 
it has been much ruined ; it is said to hare been Jaina, and is in the 
Hemfi,dpanti style. 

Bhozapur, 10 miles south of S'innar—Temple of Khandoba cut in the rock 
in the hill-fort. 

9. Nasik—(a) Tempte of Sri Ram, Panchavati, built in 1782 by Eangarao 

' Odhekar, a Jabagirdar—A fine stone temple in a court with a Nagtlrkhana 
over the entrance, {b) Temple of Rames'var Mahadeva in Panchavati, 
built about 1764 by Naros'ahkai* Rajebahadar, a noted chief under the 
Pes'^va^ Baiaji Bajhao (1740—1762). (c) Temple of Sundar Narayan, on 
the Nasik bank of the Godavari, opposite the Eamakunda or Astivilaya 
Tirtha : it is dedicated to Lakshmi Narayan.

Venkates'h, about 18Q feet long over all, by 50 or 60 broad, enjoys a 
jahagir worth Es. 20,000. (g) The temple of . Gora Eama, built by 
Ahilydbai, close to the river, {h) Temple of Murlidhar, the idol being an 
exact copy of that of Kunia Murlidhar at Poona, (i) Temple of Bhad- 
rakali. (;!:) Bhatjibawa’s math, built by an ancestor of the Vinchurkar. 
(1) Palaces of the Peshwa and of Naros'ankar. There, are also other 
temples, ghats, &c., and about all much more detailed and accurate infor¬ 
mation is required as to history and endowments.

1. Kaly^n— Temple of Amrandtha, at the village of Ambarndth or Amrandth, 

4 miles south of Kalydn : a fine temple of the style of tho 11th century 
(a.d. 1060). Though small it is riehly carved and of great interest as a good 
type of its age. In a Teturn sent in to Government, however, it was 
described as “ constructed of stones, decorated with sculpture and carved 
work ; in a dilapidated condition. These remains do not possess much 
merit in an architectural point of view ’’ !! {JoUr. B. B. R. A. S., III., ii., 
348 ; IV., 374 ; IX., 219 ; cvii, csxxviii; also J. R. A. 8. F., 177 ; Ind. 
X«t., m., 316). 

2. Bhau Malang Fort, Kusivali, Kalyan—Two plain cells. 

3. Bhau Malang—Fort, Muhammadan shrine and another called the Palki.

4. Vaski or Bassein—Ruins of a fort and of several churches built by the Por¬ 

tuguese, some of them of considerable interest. {J, B. B. R. A. S., I., 34)^ 

5. Agdsl, Vasal—A fort built by the Portuguese called Arndld. Caves are 

sairf to exist in the neighbourhood. (J. R 15. B. A. 5., III., ii., 47.) 

6. Gaur Kamati, Karjat—Excavations known by the name of ‘ Bhingarh’ 

containing a circular hall and a narrow passage leading to it. More 
details needed- 

7. KhotalaHill, near- Pet Karjat—Cave temples—a temple, a hall, twelve 

cisterns, a pedestal and a flight of steps, all hewn out of the solid rock. 

8. AmbeoK, Karjat—Excavations,—small temples dedicated to the Hindu gods 

Mahddeva, Murlidhar, Vithoba, and R4m Lakshman, besides seven rooms 
and a cistern, all hewn outofthe solid rock. {J. B. B. R. A. S., HI., ii., 106.) 

9. Hal Khurd, Karjat—In a hill near are rock excavations, consisting of seven 

rooms and a cistern hewn out of the solid rook ; one of the rooms has in 
it a few Hindu idols. More details required. 

10. Konddna, 6 miles from Karjat—An old Ohaitya somewhat in the style of 

Bhdjd, and probably dating from about B.O. 200, with an interesting vihara 
and other caves. (B. and IV., 141.) Surveyed. 

11. Vadavli, Bhivandi—There is a celebrated modem temple hero of Vajrdbdi, 

w-here a jfitrd is held in Chaitra. 

12. Londd, B. of Bhivandi,—a small old temple of Mahadev of the style of 

Ambarndth. Also a cave with some sculptures, but it is doubtful whether 
they are Hindu or Buddhist. (Ind. Ant., IV., 68). The cave has been 
surveyed. 

13. Bhivandi—A beautiful tomb of Husain Shah. (Ind. Ant., IV., 65.) 
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lOi B4Mr, taltiM B4dd.mi.—-In tie fort, partly tinder the level of the ground, 
a large temple of N&rS,yana, now disused, with a OhMukya Old-Oanarese ■ 
stone-tablet inscription, dated S'aka 945. In the shrine ofthis temple - 
are three stone images of Brahma, Vishnu, and S'iva, about three feet high, 
standing; they are fine specimens and worthy of being removed to a mti- 
seuni; they could easily be detached from the ablution-trough bn which 
they stand in a row. Also in the fort, in front of a modern shrine of' 
Hanumanta, a Oh^lukya Old-Oanarese stbhe-tablet > inscription, dated 
S'aka 963; but the greater part of it is now illegible. . 

IL Aihole, Hungund. —Many very ancient temples, a Brahmanical and adaina 
cave, and several inscriptions, one of which, a Ch^lukya inscription, is 
dated S'aka 507 and is the oldest stone-insoi-iption of known date in these ' 
parts, with the exception of the .Chhlukya inscription dated" S'aka 500 in 
- the BMdimi cave (Arch. 1873-74^ Ind. Ami, Vol. V. and Mr. Hope’s 
Inscriptipiis in Dhanoar and Mysore, Flsitea 1 to 8). Some new inscrip¬ 
tions of importance have been turned up and copied here. 

12. Hungund.—Remains of a Jain temple called M6guti on the Mil over¬ 

hanging the town. Many curious sculpturevs from this temple, some of - 
them obscene, have been built by way of ornamentation into the wall of 
the big well in front of the new tiluka kacbSri. Also an Old-Ganarese 
stone-tablet inscription somewhere inthetoAvn, which, through bigotry, 
was not shown to me. I only heard of it after leaving the place. It is ,, 
said to be well preserved, and should be copied. 

13. Sangam, Hungund, at the confluence of the Malaprabh^ and the Krishna; 

temple of Sangam^s'warad^va, and an inscription. 

14. Karadi, t41ukl Hungund.-^An old Jain temple, partly below the level of 

the ground in the centre of the village, with afragment of an Gid-Canarese 
stone-tablet inscription of about S'aka 1075. Also a Canarese inscription 
of the Vijayanagara King Sadhs'ivad^varaya, dated S'aka 1475. 

16. NandwMige, taluks Hungund.—-A small and old temple with a Riishtrakuta 
Old-Oa^narese inscription, dated S'aka 823. In the fort, a monolith, 8 feet 
9 inches high, exclusive of the capital, which is missing, near the temple 
of Is'wara. It has Old-Canarese inscriptions on its front and sides, but 
a great part of them is illegible. It is probably a “Jayas tambha,” or 
“ pillar to commemoi’ate a victory,” of one of the later Kddamba rulers of 
BanawAsi or of Goa,

16. Kelhr, tMuk^ Hungund.—Some lihga shrines,—small, but of peculiar 

construction, and apparently old,—on the south side of the tan^ ‘ . 

17, ArasiMdi, tMuk& Hungund.—This is the ancient ChMukya capital, Vikrama- 

pura. The ruined embankment of a very largo tank; two ruined Jain 
•temples; and two large GhMukya and Kalachuri Old-Canarese stone- 
tablet inscriptions.
